Very  Prolific,  begins  bearing  young,  and  never  fails  to 
produce  a  full  crop  of  fruit.  The  original  tree  has  never  been  affected 
witli  any  disease,  and  has  never  failed  a  crop  since  old  enough  to  bear,  in  the  35 
years  of  its  existence. 

It  is  an  old  saying  that  "  the  Early  Bird  catches  the  worm,"  so  with  the  Pear, 
the  Early  Pears  catch  the  dollars.  Considered  from  this  standpoint  Harvest 
King  fills  the  bill.  In  size  it  is  fully  as  large  as  Clapp's  Favorite,  handsome 
golden  yellow,  with  beautiful  carmine  cheek,  quality  very  good  for  an  early  Pear; 

The  cardinal  merits  we  claim  for  Harvest  King  are,  its  ex- 
treme earliness,  being  six  days  earlier  than  any  other  Pear  known;  freedom  from 
all  disease,  early  bearing,  large  ?,ize  of  fruit,  and  great  productiveness.
